A paramedic has been suspended 
for a year after making a hit-and- 
run victim with life-threatening 
injuries walk to an ambulance be¬ 
cause he wrongly thought he was 
“drunk as a skunk”. 

Philip Gaiger, who lived in 
Drake Road, Chessington, was 
found guilty in his absence of six 
charges of misconduct at a 
Health and Care Professions 
Council hearing last week. 

A passerby who called 999 after 
finding Matt Wonnacott on a 
grass verge in Courtlands Av¬ 
enue, Esher, at 4am on November 
20, 2011, was so unhappy with the 
treatment he got in the back of 
the ambulance and took pho¬ 
tographs. 

While en route to hospital, Mr 
Gaiger called Mr Wonnacott’s 
parents, who were on holiday in 
the US, and said their son was 
“absolutely plastered” and that 
he had been lucky not to avoid a 
night in the cells. 

But the hospital found Wonna¬ 
cott, who lives in Hawkshill Way, 
Esher, had suffered a significant 
brain injury, 12 broken ribs, a lac¬ 
erated liver and spleen, broken 
tibia, a collapsed lung, three bro¬ 
ken vertebrae, a broken ankle 
and torn ligaments. He was in in¬ 
tensive care for 10 days, in hospi¬ 
tal for nearly a month, had three 
surgical procedures and exten¬ 
sive rehabilitation. 

Nearly 18 months after the 
accident it was decided that Mr 


Wonnacott had been involved in a 
hit and run, with forensic testing 
revealing a tyre tread on his 
shirt. 

At the hearing, Mr Gaiger was 
said to have not assessed the pa¬ 
tient properly, made the patient 
walk into the ambulance, did not 
make a priority call to the hospi¬ 
tal and left the patient’s family a 


message saying he was drunk. 

Mr Gaiger had claimed he was 
intimidated by the prospect of vi¬ 
olence from Mr Wonnacott, who 
was swearing from the pain. 

The hearing rejected this 
clailm. 

Mr Wonnacott, now 27, said the 
findings were “staggering”. 

He said: “This is not a witch 


hunt. I just don’t want another 
family or patient to go through 
what we have been made to go 
through as a result of Mr 
Gaiger’s actions.” 

Mr Gaiger was suspended from 
South East Cost Ambulance ser¬ 
vice in November 2011 and given 
a final written warning. He re¬ 
tired in 2013. 




Jailed: Stephen Prison: John

Prison term 
for slit throat 

A man who slit a pubgoer’s 
throat with a Stanley knife at an 
Elvis tribute night has been sen¬ 
tenced to 12-and-a-half years in 
prison. 

Stephen Martin Shearwood, 
50, from Hammersmith, had ad¬ 
mitted a charge of inflicting 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent. 

His victim Gino Taffurelli suf¬ 
fered a slit throat after the at¬ 
tack at the Chessington Oak pub 
on Friday, September 13, last 
year. 

Shearwood had been on trial 
for attempted murder and in¬ 
flicting grievous bodily harm 
until his guilty plea halted the 
trial. 

Judge Susan Tapping sen¬ 
tenced on Tuesday afternoon 
after hearing evidence from 
Shearwood claiming he acted in 
self-defence after being glassed 
by Taffurelli. 

His accomplice John Clifford 
Thorp, 48, from Essex, who had 
pleaded guilty to inflicting 
grievous bodily harm, also 
halfway through the trial, was 
sentenced to two years in 
prison.

Fine ‘out 
of order’ 

A “haywire” parking meter 
landed a woman with a 
hefty fine after issuing a 
ticket timed before she had 
arrived. 

Claire Wright, 48, was 
visiting Kingston on 
September 11 last year for 
a noon meeting about a 
beachwear company when 
she paid £1.80 to park on 
the road in Elm Crescent. 

But when she returned to 
her 4x4 five minutes later 
she realised an incorrectly 
printed pay and display 
ticket had left her with a 
£55 fine. 

It had printed the expiry 
time as 8.34am, three hours 
before she arrived, and the 
word “token”. 

A nearby parking warden 
looked at the ticket and the 
machine, agreed it was 
faulty and called the con¬ 
trol room to report the 
fault. 

Mrs Wright said: “Me and 
the parking warden stood 
at the machine and put 
money and tokens in and 
we printed out over a dozen 
tickets. 

“Some were OK but oth¬ 
ers were skewiff. 

“He was totally satisfied 
it was not working. It was 
producing tickets behind 
the time you arrived. Two 
other lads who arrived 
after me also had wrong 
tickets.” 

But Kingston Council still 
pressed ahead with the 
fine. 

The Camberley woman 
returned several times to 
track down the name and 
badge number of the help¬ 
ful parking warden so she 
could call his evidence. 

Despite her evidence, 
Kingston Council pressed 
ahead with the fine only 
backing down this month a 
few weeks before she was 
due to give evidence to a 
parking and traffic appeal 
hearing. 

Mrs Wright said: “They 
have a certain obligation to 
make sure these machines 
are up and running and 
without a fault. I think it is 
all tactics. 

“They even denied there 
was any fault logged to say 
these machines are faulty. I 
know those machines were 
out of order the next day. 

“When I told a parking 
warden it [the fine] was 
going ahead he said ‘you’re 
joking’.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said it accepted 
they should have cancelled 
the fine earlier. He said: 
“We deal with most pay- 
and-display machine faults 
within 24 hours, and sus¬ 
pend enforcement when 
appropriate.”

Timeline 

• 2002: Tesco bought the 
site from the Government by 
private treaty. 

• 2006: Tolworth residents 
campaigned against plans for 
an 89,000sq ft supermarket 
and 12-storey blocks of flats. 

• 2008: After its initial plans 
were shot down, Tesco re¬ 
turned with new ideas, for a 
supermarket and 100 fewer 
homes than before. 

• 2009: Plans withdrawn. 

• 2010: Tesco informed resi¬ 
dents about new plans for a 
supermarket, hotel, and flats. 

• 2012: Those plans were sub¬ 
mitted to Kingston Council. 

• 2014: In February Tesco 
backed down again, with¬ 
drawing their application. 


Tesco has officially thrown in 
the towel in its decade-long bat¬ 
tle to build a supermarket on 
the old Toby Jug site in 
Tolworth. 

Since 2002, when it bought 
the site from the Government, 
the supermarket giant has 
withdrawn three sets of plans 
after opposition from council¬ 
lors and residents. 

It will now put forward “resi- 
dential-led” plans for the site 
by the A3 which will not in¬ 
clude a supermarket, it has 
been announced. 

Tolworth Councillor Rolson 
Davies, who called for 
Kingston Council to compulso¬ 
rily purchase the site after the 
latest application was dropped, 
said: “That is what we have al¬ 
ways wanted. My reaction was 
relief, I think. I am more than 
happy to work with them to get 
some development that is good 
for the community and good 
for them.” 

Developers Spenhill will sub¬ 
mit a new planning application 
later this year. 

Roberto Munoz, Tesco’s Lon¬ 
don communications manager,

said: “We know the redevelop¬ 
ment of this site is very impor¬ 
tant to the community. We 
have listened and we now in¬ 
tend to bring forward a resi- 
dential-led development which 
will make a major contribution 
to Kingston’s housing needs. 

“While the new plans will not 
include a supermarket, the site 
remains a challenging one to 
redevelop. 

“We will consult with the 
community later in the year.” 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said: “Since I 
became the MP back in 1997 
housing has been the number 
one issue that people bring to 
me. It is our biggest remaining 
site. This is the opportunity to 
really help affordable housing 
for local people.” 

Paul Johnston, chairman of 
the Kingston Federation of 
Residents, and a former Con¬ 
servative councillor, said: “If 
Tesco’s decision now means 
the whole site can be allocated 
for residential use, it will make 


a huge contribution towards 
reducing the borough’s hous¬ 
ing shortage. 

“With a constantly growing 
housing waiting list already in 
excess of 7,000 applicants, 
Kingston desperately needs a 
lot more affordable homes.” 

Tolworth Councillor Vicki 
Harris said she told Tesco’s 
representative when the news 
was broken to her: “If you had 
actually listened to the council 
and residents after your first 
planning application, over the 
last 10 years you would have 
saved everybody a lot of grief, 
and saved yourselves a lot of 
money.” 

Praising campaigners’ ef¬ 
forts, she said: “They finally 
got the message through. 
That’s such a victory.” 

Conservative parliamentary 
candidate James Berry said: 
“The council should be prepar¬ 
ing a development brief and 
Tesco should be encouraged to 
submit a plan that includes a 
school and/or leisure 
facilities.” 

He said high-density housing 
could put extra pressure on 


school places the borough is 
“crying out” for. 

Residents and Lib Dem coun¬ 
cillors had sought to persuade 
Kingston Council to compulso¬ 
rily purchase the site. 

Campaigners do not know 
the land’s current value, how¬ 
ever, and how the council 
would pay for it was yet to be 
worked out. 

Coun Davies said he hoped 
the cash would have come from 
borrowing against the coun¬ 
cil’s housing fund, which 
would not mean extra pressure 
on taxpayers.

The driver of a Kingston Council traffic 
enforcement car that crashed in Chess¬ 
ington last week may have had his view 
obstructed by a parked lorry, the authori¬ 
ty has claimed.

“Thankfully there are no reports of 
anybody being hurt.” 

CCTV cars are a common site in Chess¬ 
ington. Last month, residents and busi¬ 
nesses complained after seeing the 
periscope-wielding vehicles parked up 
for hours on double yellow lines, cycle 
lanes and mounting pavements.

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Family left shocked over 
student’s sudden death 


A 20-year-old aspiring jour¬ 
nalist died after collapsing at 
a house in a wealthy suburb of 
Worcester Park. 

Tayla Woodard, 20, fell ill in 
the early hours of Sunday, 
March 9, at a house in 
Tamesis Gardens, off Barrow 
Hill and Highdown, in Old 
Malden. 

She was taken to hospital 
but died shortly after her ar¬ 
rival at 6.20am. 

A 21-year-old man was also 
taken to hospital from the 
same address, but was later 
discharged. 

Friends and family have 
paid tribute to the 
Bournemouth University stu¬ 
dent, who was in the 
final year of a multimedia 
journalism course and hailed

from Cornwall. 

Miss Woodard wrote regular 
articles for Bournemouth in¬ 
dependent newspaper the 
Rock and had ambitions to be 
a showbusiness reporter. 

She leaves behind parents 
Julia and Russell, brother 
Sam and sister Jodie. 

Her sister posted a picture of 
the pair of them on Facebook 
and wrote: “Me and my beau¬ 
tiful big sister. You’ll never be 
forgotten and will always be 
in my heart. 

“Thank you for the wonder¬ 
ful memories you have left me 
with, they will never fail to 
make me smile. Sleep tight 
Tay, I love you so much. 


“Now, forever and always.” 

Friends, including col¬ 
leagues from Bournemouth 
University’s student union 
bar, have also paid tribute to 
Miss Woodard. 

Drew Hollinshead said: “RIP 
Tayla Woodard. Always re¬ 
membered, never to be forgot¬ 
ten. Talented, beautiful, 
caring and an incredible 
friend.” 

Neighbours close to the de- 
tatched home where Miss 
Woodard collapsed said they 
were unaware of anything 
wrong until emergency ser¬ 
vices arrived just before 5am. 

The home where the tragedy 
happened belongs to the Rick- 
ett family - dad Michael, mum 
Susan and brothers Tim, Alex 
and Ben. 


Neighbours have suggested 
Miss Woodard was a friend of 
one of the two brothers who 
still live at the property. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Police were called by London 
Ambulance Service at 
approximately 5.50am on Sun¬ 
day to reports of a woman 
taken ill at a residential ad¬ 
dress in Worcester Park. 

“The woman, aged 20, was 
taken to a south London hos¬ 
pital, where she died at 
6.22am. 

“A postmortem examina¬ 
tion took place on Monday, 
March 10. 

“No cause of death was 
given and we await the results 
of further tests. 

“The death is being treated 
as unexplained at this stage.”

A former prison and World 
War II counter espionage base 
is set to become up-market 
homes. 

Berkeley Homes has put for¬ 
ward two plans for HMP 
Latchmere on the edge of 
Ham and Richmond Park. 

One is for 73 homes, seven 
inside Latchmere House. The 
second more ambitious plan 
is for 89 homes. 

The developer is also being 
lobbied to extend Tudor li¬ 
brary to house an exhibition 
on the fascinating past of 


Latchmere House. 

The plans will be decided by 
Richmond Council, although 
Kingston Council will also 
have a say. 

Latchmere House was built 
in the 19th century, as a hospi¬ 
tal for treating shell-shocked 
officers during World War I. 

During World War II it dou¬ 
bled as a shadowy interroga¬ 
tion base for prisoners of war, 
suspected Nazi double and 


even triple agents. 

The house, designated as 
Camp 020, was used to house 
British fascists and Nazi 
spies. But claims that Rudolf 
Hess and William Joyce, 
known as Lord Haw Haw, 
were interrogated at Latch¬ 
mere House have been dis¬ 
counted as myths by Kingston 
University history lecturer 
Steven Woodbridge. 

Friends of Latchmere House 
have asked Berkeley Homes to 
pay to extend Tudor library 
for an exhibition about the 


history of Latchmere House 
and the aeronautical history 
of north Kingston. 

Coun David Cunningham 
said: “It is fascinating because 
of the history going back to 
World War I. 

“It is a history that needs to 
be remembered and lessons to 
be learned.” 

Hopes the site could help 
ease Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond’s schools place crisis 
were ruled out in 2012 as it 
was “too expensive” to buy 
from the Ministry of Justice.

Eight complaints made about conduct 


Eight Kingston councillors 
had complaints made 
against them alleging they 
broke the code of conduct 
for members over a four- 
year period. 

But none were ever found 
to be in breach of the code, 
although two were given 
further training while an¬ 
other did not seek re-elec¬ 
tion. 

A report into complaints 
between 2008 to 2012 by 
Kingston Council’s corpo¬ 
rate solicitor was due to go 


to the authority’s stan¬ 
dards committee on 
Wednesday. 

It reveals that of the eight 
cases where a complaint 
against a councillor was re¬ 
ceived, seven were sent to a 
referral sub-committee. 

In one case, no further 
action was required follow¬ 
ing an appeal, while one 
councillor was given fur¬ 
ther training without fur¬ 
ther investigation. 

The sub-committee re¬ 
ferred the remaining five 


cases for investigation. 

One complaint was sub¬ 
sequently withdrawn, 
while officers found no 
fault in two other cases. 

No further action was re¬ 
quired in one investigation, 
as the councillor in ques¬ 
tion didn’t seek re-election. 

One complaint was par¬ 
tially upheld and the coun¬ 
cillor was given training. 

All eight complaints were 
submitted by different 
complainants and related 
to a different councillor.
